HENRX INGALLS. 


*Henry born 1656, died at 42 in 1699 


‘a married man, son of Henry and 
Mary” sdys the old record.

ster. ‘Abigail died at 89, in 1756, and 
tells how she lived a widow for nearly 
58 years. Her eldest son Henry was 
only 10, Abigail, about 6, Francis 5, and 
“Joseph only two years of age, but 
Grandsir Henry had twenty more years 
and was a good father to the little 


of grown up Abbots, They had never 
seen _the Osgood grandma, but gentle 
Sara Farnum was a good adviser for 
Abigail. *Henry Ingalls made his will 
five years before he died. Adding more 
acres to the new dwelling house of his 
son Sam, "Henry is named as the 2nd 
as if he was still living, although he 
had been gone fifteen long years, with 
‘ten acres out of the farm I now live 
on, of which I formerly gave hima 
deed.” At the death of his son in 1699, 
the widow Abigail was appoiuted to 
administer.and...welldid. she. manage 
the estate with Moses Tyler. and Eph- 
raim Stevéns to value the shares. “Her 
own dower comes in from the Emery 
bequests and there are no debts of ac- 
count. In 1718, they al. get together, 
young Joseph now being of age, and 
set of the mother’s third, and she gets 


the land lately added by grandfather 


Ingalls, ‘half the great meadow for our 
honored mother,’’ ahorse, mare, cows 
and sheep, with hay all cut, and Noah 
and Job Marble conie in to witness it 
all.

Part of the estate was probably in Capt,. 
Henry's hands, and held latest by the 
heirs of Putnam Ingalls 
Page 115, Bailey Sketches, gives the 
quaint extract from the hote book kept 
by the eldest child of ‘Henry and Hanna 
born just two months after old grand- 
sir passed of the stage. ‘Mr. Henry 
Ingalls bor: in the year 1627, lived 92 
years and I, Henry Ingalls, have lived 
83 years.” This was written the year 
he died, so we have the traditions for 
175 years, set down in the Ingalls note- 
book which this first penman of the 
family kept. In it he has entered the 
“Roll of Honor’? of-his old comrades of 
the French Wars. Abigail lived through 
that anxious period when the news 
kept coming in from Take Champlain, 
of the deaths in camp of Stevens, Ty- 
ler,Frye and Poor between September, 
when her young grand son Capt. Hen- 
ry, then 36,enlisted, and January when 
his time expired. Jealousy between: 
the regular army men and our volun- 
teers, and the care of the sick,with the 
failure to accomplish the taking of 
Crown Point must have made it a hard 
experience for our budding soldier. 
An account given with his peculiar 
spelllng, tells of transporting 50 sol- 
diers and their blankets, ete:-from-Bos- 
ton to Worcester, and’ the purchase of 
**Pothecary drugs” for his sick men at 
Aibany, when the province doctors re- 
fused help. His travels and time on 
muking up Muster Rolls and fifteen
